There is probably no business house 


in the United States more widely 01 
more honorably known than that of 
Caswell, Massey A- Co , the great retail 
druggists of this city and Newport, R. 
J. Everybody knows that the Jiouse is 
a very old and solid one, but all are not 
aware that its history can bo traced 
bnc'k, by direct suect'SKinn, for more 
than one hundred years—in point of 
fact to the year 1780. Outlined iu brief 
tho lino of descent is as follows:— 


In ITSOa chemist and druggist of Ger- 


man extraction, by the name of Charles 
Feko established himself as a retail 
druggist iu Newport, R. I. In l!?21 ho 
was succeeded by a Dr. Hazard, and in 
1831 by Mr. Philip Caswell (after sundry 
other changes) and in 1859 Mr. John R. 
Caswell became a partner. In 1S07, the 
style of Caswell, Hazard & Co. was 
adopted. In 1872 Philip Caswell's in- 
terests wero bought out by another 
partner, the same firm style being still 
retained without any change whatever. 
Mr. Lyman R. Blackmail, who became a 
partner iu 1S77, died in 18S7. 


In 1876 the last named 
partnership 


was dissolvcdj and Mr. John R. Caswell 
and Mi. William M. Massey formed 
th« present lirm 01 Caswoli, Massm1 oi 
Co. So that it will be seen that Cas- 
well, Massey it Co. aro the successors 
in a direct line of the original founder, 
Charles Feke, and it has furthermore 
been decided, within quite a recent 
period, in the highest courts of law, 
that they are the only firm in the drug 
trade having tho right to use the name 
of Caswell.

King to give it to them. 
After 


discussion Aki agreed to act upon 
KaaVs; suggestion. About the Oth o 
December, in the afternoon $20,000 
were taken to the palace in a basket 
The King seeing others. around, toll" 
the bearers to • come in the evening 
They came tn the evening, and; met thi 
King, who directed them • to see K»ae 
Kaae being present, conferred with the 
Xing, then went to the King's pri 
vale oflico, and ho there received'thi 
820,000, and put it in the King's private 
table drawer. A few days after tholKin. 
stated to the owner that he had receiv- 
ed the" $20,000. Shortly after a cheek 
on the bank for $10,000 was handed to 
the King personally. 
The same day 


Kaae returned it, saying they preforrec 
coin to checks. The same evening the 
coin to that amount was delivered to 
Kaao. A day or two 'attcr $30,000 in 
gold coin and certificates of deposit, iu 
two baskets, were taken to the palace 
and delivered together with a present 
of a little baked pig to the King person- 
ally. 
This 
completed 
the $00,000. 


Finding how easily $00,000 was made, 
probably there was some qualms of 
conscience about letting the license go 
so cheap. Aki was therefore informed 
that John S. Walker was backing an- 
other Chinaman, and unless 515,000 
more was forthcoming, Walker's China- 
man would get the license. Aki reluct- 
antly raised the amount, audit was 
paid tlic King personally. 
Shortly 


after he was horrified by hearing that 
Chun Lung had received the license. 


Since then repeated efforts have been 


made to have.'the money returned. 
Its 


return has been promised by tlio King, 
but after various subterfuges he has re- 
fused to have anything further to do 
with Aki, and the money has not been 
returned. 


These are 
incoiitrovertable facts.
